11ND “Fishing Derby” nears 


San Diego has long been known 
as one of the best areas around for 
sportfishing and, with this in mind, 
Eleventh Naval District Special 
Services will again have a 
“Fishing Derby’’ for military 
personnel in the Southern 
California Area. The 12-week event 
will begin June 9. 

Weekly prizes will be awarded 
for the top three eligible fish 
caught from the three sportfishing 
boats operated by San Diego area 
Navy commands. The 36 weekly 
qualifiers will also get a free fish- 
off following the Derby. The fish- 
off will be on board the ‘Miss 
NORIS’’, operated by NAS North 
Island Special] Services. 

Nominal charges are made for 
regular fishing trips on the three 
boats operated by Special Services 
at the Naval Station, NAS North 
Island and the Naval Amphibious 
Base. No additional charges are 
made to enter the Derby. 

All Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard military personnel 
who currently have been on active 
duty for a period of more than 90 
days or more, stationed within the 
11ND or on ships homeported in 


San Diego or Long Beach, are. 


eligible to enter. 

Each week, the three persons 
boating the largest eligible fish 
from among the three boats will be 
declared winners of the weekly 
prizes and become eligible to 
compete in the fish-off. There is no 
limit to the number of times a 
contestant may enter the Derby — 
however, only one weekly prize 
may be won by any one individual 
during the Derby season.
